at home with or without profes- 
sional help. Either way,

and strength to withstand hard 
wear. Fabrics should not be 80 
heavy, however, that they will be 
clumsy to tailor or handle when 
putting on or taking off the fur- 
niture. All fabrics should be pre- 
shrunk before slip covers are made 
if the covers are to be washed. 

Additional factors to consider are 
ease in laundering or dry-cleaning 
and color fastness to light and 
washing. Ball fringe. looped or 
brush fringe, cordings or any other 
trimmings used on slip covers be 
fast to color preshrunk and easy 
to clean, too. 

There is a great variety o: weaves 
in qa Wide range of textures, colors 
and designs from which to make 
a choice. And there are prices for 
every budget Sailcloth, cretonne, 
textured cottons, twill, chintz, peb- 
ble weave cottons and sateen in 
slip cover weight are a few of the 
fabrics suitable for serviceable slip 
covers. 

A variety of plain and patterned 
materials in slip covers and up- 
holstery creates interest in room 
decoration. Too much design 
that is patterned walls, floor cov- 
ering, draperies and furniture cov- 
erings — adds to confusion and the 
result is a restless, 
room. On the other hand, too much 
plain color can be monotonous and 
lifeless. 

Slip covers should be well tail- 
ored and made to fit smoothly for 
best appearance. Snug fitting cov- 
ers keep their place but should not 
be so tight that they pull out at 
the seams. Plain seams are usually 
used for the less prominent join- 
ings,

With steers in 
feed lots these conditions will ne- 
cessitate extra care in feeding prac- 
tices. Oats may be scarce, barley | 
and wheat can be successfully used | 
for fattening cattle without oats. | 
Wheat and barley should be ground | 
coarsely giving a gritty texture | 
rather than a powdery one, coursely | 
ground grains are just as digestable, | 
more palatable and the = actual | 
grinding is less expensive. Rolled 
grains are very palatable, however | 
there is little difference in the feed 
value compared to coarsely ground 
grain, It takes more care to keep 
the grinding from becoming too 
powdery with frozen grain. | 

When the forage (hay) is of poor 
quality the feeding value is lower, 
in cereal straw the feed value is | 
very low. Cereal straw contains no | 
carotene ‘Vitamin A) and is de-j 
ficient in protein and minerals as! 
well as being low in digestibility. 
If because of feed shortage straw 
must be used it is necessary to feed 
a protein supplement fortified with 
vitamin A. In addition to this feed 
a mineral mixture of calcium phos- 
phorus and salt. These minerals 
should always be fed but it is im- 
portant if the sole roughage is 
straw, In straw feeding oat straw 
is superior to wheat or rye, barley 
straw both rough and smooth awn 
has a tendancy to cause sore 
mauths. 

Cutting of hay is questionable, it 
will help prevent waste, makes eas- 
ier handling as well as allows mix- 
ing of good hay with straw but it 
takes equipment and money to do 
it. Cattle can make satisfactory 
use of poorer quality feed only |
